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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification

Arrangement of the Specification

section heading:

(e) INCORPORATION-BY-REFERENCE OF MATERIAL SUBMITTED 

ON A COMPACT DISC. 

(f) BACKGROUND OF THE INVENTION. 

(1) Field of the Invention. 

(2) Description of Related Art including information disclosed under 
37 CFR 1.97 and 1.98. 

(g) BRIEF SUMMARY OF THE INVENTION. 

(h) BRIEF DESCRIPTION OF THE SEVERAL VIEWS OF THE

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 
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The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and 
process of making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any 
person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make 
and use the same and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying 
out his invention. 

3. Claims 1, 3-85 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable 
one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly 
connected, to make and/or use the invention. The current claims relate to a 
disproportionately large number of possible methods and large number of 
possible permutations. As such, the specification fails to address each and every 
possible combinations of the claimed matter and therefore fails to enable the 
claims. Moreover, the data acquisition and identity recognition methods disclosed 
in the invention are done on the nanometer-scale and is highly complex, which 
raises the issue of whether the features suggested in figures 1-62 can be 
accurately extracted for correct identification of a person based on dental 
configuration and facial features. The applicant ignores the fact that people tend 
to move while acquiring measurements and precision in the nanometer scale is 
seemingly impossible to achieve given the state of the art. Therefore, in view of 
these difficulties, the assertion that the invention is remotely plausible is 

un proven. 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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5. Claims 1, 3-85 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. For example, the claims include 
terms such as "etc.", "or the like", "e.g.", "and/or" and "for example". 

6. Regarding claims 1, 3-85, the phrase "for example" renders the claim 
indefinite because it is unclear whether the limitation(s) following the phrase are 
part of the claimed invention. See MPEP § 2173.05(d). 

7. Regarding claims 1, 3-85, the phrase "or the like" and "etc" renders the 
claim(s) indefinite because the claim(s) include(s) elements not actually 
disclosed (those encompassed by "or the like"), thereby rendering the scope of 
the claim(s) unascertainable. See MPEP § 2173.05(d). 

8. Claims 1, 3-85 are rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner 
required by 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional 
or operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must 
be clearly and positively specified. The structure must be organized and 
correlated in such a manner as to present a complete operative device. The 
claim(s) must be in one sentence form only. Note the format of the claims in the 
patent(s) cited. 

9. The applicant is strongly advised to revise all the claims in a manner 
that would distinctly and clearly point out the invention and further clearly 
define the metes and bounds of the invention in order to enable the 
Examiner to perform a reasonable and meaningful search for prior art.
